THE HAGUE, - Dutch 
Prmcsss Beatrix, who abdi¬ 
cated the throne earlier this 
year after more than three 
decades as head of state, un¬ 
derwent surgery yesterday 
after breaking a cheekbone 
during a fall, the government 
sad, adding that she will re¬ 
main hospitalized for several

“She was operated on this 
morning and is expected to re¬ 
main in hospital for several 
days," the ministry said, with¬ 
out disclosing the name of the 
hospital.

Kenya's Defence Forces 
said it had rescued practically 
all hostages and had taken 
control of most of the malt 
Officials said four Kenyan 
military personnel were 
wounded in the operation 
At least people have 
been killed and 200 wounded 
in the attack, officials said. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama yesterday spoke to 
Kenyatta to express his con¬ 
dolences, a statement from

"President Obama reite¬

Local environmental pioneer Ewald Biemans: 

" We have not joined the great sustainability wagon by far" 



Ewald Biemans 


For a few years now. Aruba's 
major entity the Aruba 
Tourism Authority, (ATA) uti¬ 
lizes World Tourism Day as an 
opportunity to present their 
marketing results and future 
strategies to their most local 
important stakeholders in the 
industry The event was con¬ 
ducted on Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 19, though Worid Tourism 
Day is this coming Friday, 
September 21 

Tins year, in keeping with 
the international theme of the 
day set by the UN World Tou¬ 
rism Organization, "Tourism 
Water: Protecting Our Com¬ 
mon Future," invited speakers 
included Marlon Francis Ras, 
Head of innovation & New 
Technology for Water- en En- 
ergi eb e dnj £. or W. E, B Arub a 
NY, the island's water and 
power producing plant. 

Keynote speaker was 
Owner/GIvf of tire Bucuti and 
Tara Beach Resorts, Ewald 
Biemans. He has long been a 
pioneer of the island's tourism 
industry, personally winning 
many awards internationally, 
and his resort, in particular rn 
the area of being eco-friendly 
and conscientious, including 
being the first resort on Aruba 
declared Green Globe Certi¬ 
fied. He is founder and past 
chairman of the Aruba Hotel 
and Tourism Association 
(AH ATA) Environmental 

Committee, and has been a 


board member of AH ATA 
since 1974. He is now on the 
board of the ATA and the 
board of Ankok National 
Park as a long tune, staunch 
supporter of creating tins pro¬ 
tected environment. 

The concept of a 100% 
sustainable Aruba by 2DIO 
has been a rallying flag of 
Aruba's current government 
since 20 D9 Several events, 
projects and proposed poli¬ 
cies have been passed to 
move the island towards tins 
goal As a vDice for the need 
for regulation and enforcement 
of policies for decades, Mr. 
Biemans is dedicated to tins 
cause, and an acknowledged 
expert on the situation as it 
pertains to Aruba. 

“My message today" he 
began, "is there will be no 
tourism day to celebrate, tfwe 
do not take care of our fragile 
world Our world is under 
siege, it ts strained by global 
warming, overpopulation, and 
scarcities, one of them being in 
sir Drt supplies, which is water. 
It is a fact, water is li fe .to pro - 
tect and preserve our water 
supply we need tD protect the 
land that surround the oceans 
and nvers I suggest we look at 
the complete picture." 

“In Aruba, we talk tiiese 
days, and the government is 
working diligently, to replace 
fossil fuels with rene- 
wabl es. we ne ed t o b e car e ful, 
however, to not allow these 
great and necessary efforts to 
create the illusion we are 
achieving a sustainable envi¬ 
ronment. So far, we have not 
done so - why not?" 

“Green" can mean many 
tilings. It can mean renewable 
energy, being entirely energy 
efficient, being reliant on green 
fuels .it. can mean preserving 
nature, being environmentally 
consctous, but it can also mean 
"comniumty-friendly" When it 
comes to tourism, "green" can 
mean everything from using 


local products, to emphasizing 
I Deal culture." 

Mr Biemans cited sustai¬ 
nability as defined in "Our 
Common Future," also known 
as the Brundtland Report. 
'Sustainable development is 
development that meets the 
needs of the present, without 
compromising the ability of fu¬ 
ture generations to meet their 
own needs" 

"Tins is where we have to 
be very careful and ask our¬ 
selves "Are we meeting our 
present needs without compro¬ 
mising the future-just to satisfy 
o ur current n eed s? This l s what 
I think we need to do to be 
truly sustainable. Our patri¬ 
mony has to be preserved in all 
aspects: our culture, our land, 
our ocean, our reefs and our 
nation. This is a total concept, 
not just saving energy or plan¬ 
ting trees It is much, much 
more than that There is a lot of 
work to be done in Aruba " 

"Tourism itself is a bit of a 
destructive force. People go 
diving, they damage the 
coral .. our own people are 
sometimes not very well aware 
of the damage they create by 
cutting down trees, creating il¬ 
legal dumps, bulldozing lands; 


done, and it needs to be done 
rather quickly." 

"In Aruba* we pay a lot of 
lip service to die green word. 
We think that we can buy 
'green" and sustainability by 
buying LED lights and solar 
panels, but we tend to forget 
the world around us Living 
things like our culture, our 
land, ocean, reefs, the man¬ 
groves... every thing living 
around us. We are by far not 
there yet, and have not really 
ad dresse d s ome c f the p re ssing 
problems we are facing on our 
little bar an: a We have not 
joined the great sustainability 
wagon by far" 

"Our government depart¬ 
ments are not enforcing some 
of the basics' illegal dumping, 
indiscriminate destruction of 
land and nature, mistreatment 
of animals, preservation of 
fauna flora and reefs, the man¬ 
groves and the ocean. There 
are laws in place, hut they are 
rarely enforced, " 

" Here is my plea to you We 
all go out there and make sure 
that we do not continue to de¬ 
stroy what there is. We are ail 
of us neglecting our nature by 
destroying hectare upon 
hectare, dumping mountains of 
garbage into the sea and the 


mangroves, and as a result, 
lulling a sustainable marine en¬ 
vironment We are destroying 
our reefs and beaches; over¬ 
fishing our ocean We are over¬ 
building and destroying our 
fauna and flora...We are de¬ 
stroying our own natural re¬ 
sources that we depend on for 
generations to come What will 
future generations do if our 
beautifid beaches and cactus 
forests are gone, and our island 
has become a solid mass of 
concrete?

Estimates: Merkel wins 
absolute majority in Germany 


BERLIN (AFP) - Chancellor 
Angela Merkel clinched a sur¬ 
prise absolute majority m her 
winning hid for a third term in 
German elections yesterday, 
esttmates an public television 
indicated. 

Voters turned out in droves 
to reward Merkel, often called 
the world's most powerful 
woman, with another four 
years at the helm far steering 
them unscathed through the 
debt turmoil that engulfed the 
eurozone's southern flank 

But in one of tire tightest 
races in German history, they 
punished her pro-business 
partner, the Free Democrats, 
kicking them out of parliament 
for the first time since 1949, 
according to preliminary re¬ 
sults on two public television 
networks. 

Merkel's stunning 42.5 per¬ 
cent score --the conservatives' 
highest result since national re¬ 
unification in 1990 — means 
that, she may become the only 
chancellor to govern without a 
junior partner since Germany's 
first past-war leader. Konrad 
Adenauer. 

"Together we will do every¬ 
thing m the next four years to 
again make them successful 
years for Germany/ Merkel 
told cheering members of her 
Christian Democratic Union 
(CDU) in Berlin 

"Hie party leadership will 
discuss eveiytiling when we 
have a final result but we can 
already celebrate tonight," a 
beaming Merkel told support¬ 
ers, including her chemist hus¬ 
band Joachim Sauer., a music 
fan who so rarely appears in 
public he is nicknamed "The 
Phantom of die Op era" 

An upstart anti-euro party, 
AfD, appeared to fall just short 
of the five-percent hurdle to 
representation with their bid to 
tap into anger over German 



contributions to bailout pack¬ 
ages for stricken eurozone 
partners. 

Exit polls had initially 
pointed to an awkward left- 
nght "grand coalition" be¬ 
tween Merkel's Christian 
Democrats aid their traditional 
opponents, the centre-left So¬ 
cial Democrats (SPD), which 
scored around 26 percent. 

A physicist by training, 
Merkel is only the third p erson 
to wm a third term in Germany 
after Adenauer and Helmut 
Kohl, the father of German 
unity. 

If she selves at least until 
2017, she will become Eu¬ 
rope's longest serving female 
leader, besting Margaret 
Thatcher who was Bn tain's 
prime minister for 11 years. 

European Union president 
Herman Van Rompuy on Sun¬ 
day congratulated German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel on 
her election wm and expressed 
confidence that Germany 
would remain committed to a 
"prosperous Europe" 

"I am confident that Ger¬ 
many and its new government 
will continue its commitment 
and contribution to the con- 
structian of a peaceful and 
prosperous Europe at the ser¬ 
vice of all its citizens," he said 
m a statement, adding "Hook 
forward to continuing the close 
cooperation with Angela 
Merkel " 


NAIROBI -- Islamic extrem¬ 
ist gunmen labbing grenades 
and firing assault rifles as¬ 
saulted Nairobi's top mall on 
Saturday.

Somalia’s Al Shabab Is¬ 
lamists said their forces were 
responsible and the assault 
was in revenge for Kenya’s 
Army offensive against them 
in Somalia, where they have 
been pushed out of most 
major towns in the past two 
years. 

There had been repeated 
“threat alerts" of potential at¬ 
tacks targeting the shopping 
center, but Al Shabab’s ef¬ 
forts m Kenya so far were 
limited to single grenades 
lobbed at bus-stop queues or 
into illegal pubs 

By contrast, Saturday’s at¬ 
tack was the worst terror 
strike on the country since the 
1993 bombing of the US em¬ 
bassy in Nairobi, in winch 
212 people died 

Several US citizens were 
injured or caught up m the as¬ 
sault oil the mall, popular 
with expatriates and middle- 
class Kenyans, where outlets 
include jewelry shops, cafes, 
a sushi bar, and a multiscreen 
cinema. 

Dozens of people were 
wounded. A local hospital 
was overwhelmed with the 
number of wounded being 
brought m hours after the at¬ 
tack and diverted them to a 
second facility Officials said 
Kenyans turned out in droves 
to donate blood.

Switzerl an d 1 s Itak an-sp e akmg 
region yesterday slapp ed a ban 
on wearing full-face veils, a 
move condemned by the 
country's Muslim commu¬ 
nity and Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional 

Results from a referen¬ 
dum in die southern canton of 
Ticino showed that. 65 percent 
of the electorate backed a pro¬ 
posal Id forbid the covering of 
faces m public areas by any 
group. 

Echoing b ans m France and 
Belgium, the measure does not 
single out Muslims directly. 

It states til at "no-one may 
mask or hide their face on the 
public highway, nor m places 
open to the public, except 
places of worship, nor those 
offering a public service". 

But in a dear nod to the Is¬ 
lamic tradition of veils for 


women, it adds that "no-one 
may require another person to 
caver then face for reasons of 
gender" 

The measure was the brain¬ 
child o f n gilt -wing Ticino po- 
puhst party "II Guastafeste r ' — 
whose kingpm Giorgio Gln- 
rmghelli makes no secret of his 
criticism of Islam.

Hie death toll m the tragedy 
soared, with President Enrique 
Pena Nieto saying another 68 


people were feared dead m a 
landslide m the southern vil¬ 
lage of La Pmtada in Guerrero 
state. An earlier count put the 
number of dead at 101 

"The sheer volume of earth 
tliat has virtually buried more 
than 40 homes there means (it 
would be difficult) to find any¬ 
body alive" m La Pmtada, the 


president said during a press 
conference with members of Ins. 
cabinet in Guerrero, the state 
bal'dest hit by the twm storms 
that have since dissipated 

11 As of today, there is virtu¬ 
ally no hope that we can find 
anyone alive" in La Pmtada, 
added the president who vi¬ 
sited the devastated mountain 
town. 

A police rescue helicopter 
missing since Thursday also 
was found to have crashed, 
with no survivors, the Interior 
Ministry said. Five policemen 
were killed, the ministry said 
m a statement. 

Pena Nieto cancelled plans 
to travel to New York for the 
UN General Assembly next 
week and will instead stay in 
the disaster area to help coor¬ 
dinate relief efforts over the 
weekend 

An estimated 300,00D peo¬ 
ple were left homeless and 
nearly 60,000 were evacuated 
because of the flooding and 
landslides m the wake of the 
storms, Manuel on the west 
coast and Ingrid from the east, 
that so eked this country a f 113 
million. 

Officials also began tallying 
the massive economic damage 
m a country where the growth 
forecast already was lowered 
drastically in August. Ro ad re¬ 
pairs alone will cost about $3 
billion, the transport ministry 
said

Paris fashion faces scrutiny over lack

PARIS (AFP) - Pans fashion 
gets underway Tuesday with 
the industry on the defensive 
following a blistering attack 
by Iman and Naomi Camp¬ 
bell over the lack of black 
faces on the catwalks 

The pair, two of the fash¬ 
ion world's best known fig¬ 


ures, teamed up with US* for¬ 
mer model-turned-activist 
Bethann Hardison earlier this 
month to launch their broad¬ 
side. 

The tno condemned fash¬ 
ion houses that use just "one 
or no models of colour" in a 
collection, saying the result 


was "racism’', even if it was 
unintentional. 

They named dozens of la¬ 
bels they considered to be 
most at fault including Calvin 
Klein, Donna Karan and 
Marc Jacobs. 

"Eyes are on an industry 
that season after season 


watches fashion houses con¬ 
sistently use one or no mod¬ 
els of colour," they said in an 
open letter to fashion week 
governing bodies 

"It can no longer be ac¬ 
cepted, nor confused by the 
use of the Asian mo del," they 
added, referring to concerns 
that the scarcity of specifi¬ 
cally black models on cat¬ 
walks is often glossed over 
by the presence of models 
from Asia with pale skin. 

Hie three then took to the 
television airwaves m the US 
ahead of New York fashion 
week to denounce the status 
quo, with the Somalia-born 
Iman, 5S„ warning that, the 
problem was getting worse 
rather than better 

“There were more black 
models working then (in the 
1970s) than in 2013,“ she told 
US television

PAR1S (AFP) - Reducing fos¬ 
sil-fuel emissions to safer 
levels would save millions of 
lives annually by the end of 
the century, a study said on 
Sunday. 

The estimate is based on a 
simulation of levels of two 
big pollutants, fine particu¬ 
late matter and ozone, from 
coal, oil and gas 

Researchers led by Jason 
West at the University of 
North Carolina at Chapel Hill 
derive their model from an 
emissions projection called 
RCP4.5 


RCP4.5 is a middle-of- 
the-road scenario under 
which average surface tem- 
p eratures would b e about 2.6 
degrees Celsius (4.7 degrees) 
higher at 2 1D0 compared to 
pre-industrial levels. 

Under RCP4.5, there 
would be around half a mil¬ 
lion avoided deaths annually 
in 2030, rising to 1 3 million 
in 2050 and 2 2 million m 
2100, according to the paper 

Avoiding premature 
deaths would keep people 
healths er and leave them m 
the ’workforce 


That would translate into 
an economic benefit that, in 
2030 and 2050, would ex¬ 
ceed the costs of reducing 
emissions, especially in East 
Asia, where two-thirds of 
these fatalities would occur. 

The ca st adv ant age, 
though, would narrow at the 
end o f the century as it wo uld 
become more expensive to 
wring out substantial further 
emissions cuts. 

The paper is published in 
the p e er-r evi ewe d j ournal 
Nature Climate Change.

ahead o f a new assessment on 
global warming and its im¬ 
pacts that the UN climate 
panel is due to release in 
Stockholm on Friday. 

Ozone is a tuple-atom mol¬ 
ecule o f oxygen that, is protec¬ 
tive m the stratosphere, as it 
helps to filter o. die S un s 
dangerous ultraviolet light. 

At ground level, though 
where it results from a reaction 
between traffic exhausts and 
sunlight it is an irritant far the 
airways, as is fine particulate 
matter, which can lodge dan¬ 
gerously m the lungs.

Microsoft to reboot tablet effort 
with new Surface 





WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
year after its flubbed tablet 
introduction, Microsoft is 
back with a new Surface. 

The US tech giant, winch 
has invited media to a launch 
in New York, is seeking to 
correct missteps from its first 
try and gain a foothold in the 
tablet market dominated by 
Apple'si Pad and others using 
the Google Android operat¬ 
ing system 

Details of the new device 
were not known, but many 
analysts expect a more pow¬ 
erful Surface tablet to help 
Microsoft build momentum 
in mobile computing. 

Mi crosoft, which is trying 
to shift its focus to "devices 
and services" to better com¬ 
pete witli Apple and Google, 
barely made a dentin the siz¬ 
zling tablet market since in¬ 


troducing the first-generation 
Surface in October. 

The company has not re¬ 
leased sales figures, but re¬ 
po rte d t ab 1 et rev enu es a f j ust 
SB S3 million in the fiscal year 
ended in June Research firm 
IDC said Microsoft sold 
90 D, Q 00 in the first quarter of 
the year — a market share of 
just I S percent -- and even 
fewer in the second quarter. 
Apple by comparison sold 
some 34 million iPads in the 
first half of 3013. 

Microsoft was forced to 
take an embarrassing $900 
million writedown for "in¬ 
ventor/ adjustments" due to 
weak sales of the new T tablet, 
winch has a b asic version and 
a more expensive "Pro" 
model. 

Will things be different 
this time? 


Rob Enderle, analyst and 
consultant with Enderle 
Group, said he expects the 
new tablets to be much im¬ 
proved. 

"Tins new release should 
be massively better than the 
first one. The tnck will be 
getting folks to look at the 
product fresh," he told AFP 

Enderle said the first ver¬ 
sion "was too heavy, too ex¬ 
pensive and had poor battery 
life," and the upgraded Sur¬ 
face Pro lacked a key ele¬ 
ment, the Outlook email 
pro gram. 

Microsoft appeal's to have 
fixed these issues and now 
has a chance to gain some 
traction with a device that 
aims to serve as a tablet with 
some of the functionality of a 
laptop PC. 

"Right now, people don't 
w T ant to cany a large tablet 
and laptop," said Enderle. 

"If you can consolidate 
into one product, it lightens 
your load and it's a lot 
cheaper." 

Jack Gold, analyst at J 
Gold Associates, said the first 
Surface "was not a complete 
device" and did not work 
with many Windows app s 

Gold said Microsoft can 
succeed with "a reasonably 
priced and performance-ori¬ 
ented Pro" to appeal to busi¬ 
ness users, but that the 
company "has to build mo¬ 
mentum b e fo re An dr oi d 
makes it mostly irrelevant." 
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Others argue that Mi¬ 
crosoft's strategy has become 
muddled as it tries to gam 
ground in the "high mobility" 
computing segment while 
still serving the hundreds of 
millions using conventional 
PCs on the Windows operat¬ 
ing system 

Roger Kay at Endpoint 
Technologies Associates said 
Mi crosoft has been strug¬ 
gling to serve these some¬ 
times conflicting goals. 

"The ambiguity of Win¬ 
dows 3 is built into its archi¬ 
tecture,' 1 Kay said. 

"Microsoft has been doing 
nothing but looking over its 
shoulder You need to have 
your own vision of what peo¬ 
ple need." 

Kay said Microsoft still 


has a long road to become a 
meaningful player in mobile 
computing 

"High mobility and that 
farm factor are up for grabs 
between Apple and Google 
and perhaps Microsoft, but 
Microsoft will be a distant 
third," he added 

Kay said Microsoft's best 
chance in the segment was to 
build momentum with its ac¬ 
quisition of Nokia's phone 
business, and extend that into 
tablets. 

Kash Rangan, analyst at 
B ank o f Am en c a/M ern 11 
Lynch, said Microsoft is hurt 
by a "diffused focus" as it 
tries to reorganize, search for 
a new chief executive and re- 
boot its mobile strategy with 
its Nokia acquisition

ORANIESTAD - During the 
period of September 20, 2013 
through October 6 t 2013 the 
Centrale Bank van Aruba 
(CBA) will conduct the Con¬ 
sumer Confidence Survey 
(CCS) for the third quarter. The 
CCS consists of 21 shait mul¬ 
tiple choice questions relating 
to tire Arub an p op ul ati on' s p er- 
ceptEOii of and expectation an 
the state of the Aruban econ¬ 
omy and dii its spending habit. 

The CCS provides the CBA 
with valuable information used 
for its macro-economic analy¬ 
ses and forecasts, and helps as 
w T ell m determining the senti¬ 
ments of Aruban consumers, 
winch furthers the CBAs un¬ 
derstanding of domestic eco¬ 
nomic developments. The CCS 
may also aid policy makers 
when determining economic 
and financial policies and ac¬ 
tions. The results of this pen od 
will be compared with the pre¬ 
vious surveys to analyze the 
change in the population's sen¬ 
timents 

Dunng tins period, a group 
of 5 interviewers, hired by the 
CBA, will survey a total a f4 DO 


respondents m order to gather 
the important data. Intern ew¬ 
ers will be stationed at several 
strategic locations on the is¬ 
land, such as the civil registry 
office and the post office, car¬ 
rying an identification badge 
and a notification letter as 
proof that they are working on 
behalf of the CBA. Due to the 
simplicity of the questions 
(e g, would you say that you 
(and your household) are b etter 
off or worse off financially than 
you were 6 months ago?), the 
interview should not take more 
than 10 minutes to complete 
Given the importance of die 
CCS for Aruba, die CBA calls 
upon the Arub an public to fully 
cooperate with this survey. The 
interviewed persons can be as¬ 
sured tliat the CBA will treat 
the information gathered in this 
survey with th e hi ghe st 1 evel d f 
confidentiality, and the results 
will be published in an aggre¬ 
gated form only For further in¬ 
formation please contact Mr 
Jonathan Upegui (tel 5252215;

BEIJING (AFP) - Visiting 
Venezuelan President Nicolas 
Maduro met Ins Chinese coun¬ 
terpart Xi Jinping yesterday, 
and said Beijing has granted his 
country a $5 billion credit line. 

Maduro, vowing to streng¬ 
then the partnership estab¬ 
lished by Ins late predecessor 
Hugo Chavez, used his Twitter 
account to announce what he 
called "excellentnews" for his 
country 

" We reached an agreement 
(with the st ate-owned China 
Development Bank) on a $5 
billion lme of credit for deve¬ 
lopment," he wrote 

“With tins line of credit we 
will pay for homes, and invest 
m agriculture, transportation, 
industry, roads, electricity, 
mining, health, science and 
technology" 

Cooperation between the 
two countries has fa la ssomed m 
recent years following the sign¬ 
ing of several multi-billion-dol¬ 
lar agreements on investments 
m oil, energy, construction and 
high-tech industries

Main public sector union 
ADEDY announced a two-day 
strike for Tuesday and Wed¬ 
nesday while teachers' union 
GLME and the union of mu¬ 
nicipal workers POE-OTA said 
they were planning a 4S-hour 
strike for today and Tuesday 

ADEDYsaid the protest ac¬ 
tion has been especially de¬ 
signed to coincide with the 
latest visit by the troika's mis¬ 
sion chiefs 

Thousands of civil servants 
demonstrated m Greece last 


w^eek, fearing additional lay¬ 
offs and protesting against a 
job redeployment scheme de¬ 
manded by the creditors in re¬ 
turn for access to bailout loans 
Civil servants placed on the 
scheme have to accept new 
posts or spend eight months on 
reduced salaries as alternative 
pasts are found, with the risk 
of losing their jobs altogether.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Fun 
TV fact: "Desperate House¬ 
wives" is a cult hit m North 
Korea Slightly less surpris¬ 
ingly, shows like 'Breaking 
Bad" and "House"' are 
watched everywhere, from 
Latin America to China to 
France. 

But, as America's TV stars 
and basses gather in Los An¬ 
geles tins weekend for the 
Emmys, the massive success 
of US shows abroad also 
highlights a clear problem -- 
a huge proportion of viewers 
are watching their products 
illegally. 

It's definitely a big prob¬ 
lem," said Tim Westcatt, sen¬ 
ior TV analyst at 
international media consul¬ 
tancy 1HS Screen Digest 
People outside the US 
can download pirate copies 
of a new US show only min¬ 
utes after it's aired in the US 
via various file sharing sites," 1 
the London-based expert told 
AFP. 

Beth Braen of the National 
Association of Television 
Pro gran Executives 

(NATFE) added: "Piracy is as 
bi g an issue for the TV indus¬ 
try as it is for their film coun- 
terp arts "

Of course, American TV 
senes have long been papular 
around the world -- "Bay- 
watch," 'Starsky and Hutch 
and "Dallas" were staples of 
television decades before the 
latest crop of hit shows 

“House of Cards," ‘'Break¬ 
ing Bad' and "Game of 


Thrones" are among those 
vying for glory -- and in¬ 
creased nches boosted by 
awards success -- at the 
Emmys on Sunday. 

But they are popular way 
beyond America's shores. 
And the growth potential is 
enormous: global pay TV 
revenue last year jumped by 
nearly 30 percent to over 
Si.34 billion, according to a 
recent study cited by the Hol¬ 
lywood Reporter. 

For example, in France — 
long proud of its " exception 
culturelle" that protects its 
own film, television and 
music producers -- American 
TV shows now dominate TV 
schedules. 

The most popular include 
"House" - "Dr House" in 
French -- and "CSL Crime 
Scene Investigation" ("Les 
Experts"). The biggest hit, 
"The Mentailst," regularly 
gets aver seven million view¬ 
ers per episode on France's 
biggest private channel TF1. 

In China, US television 
shows are hugely popular, 
even if there is little opp ortu- 
nity far viewers to watch 
them on the giant nation's 
st ate -contr oiled tel evi si a n 
stations. 

HBO dramas are particu¬ 
larly a hit with Chinese view- 
ers, and are available mainly 
through illicit online stream¬ 
ing, usually the day after they 
have been aired in the United 
States, with subtitled versions 
following soon after 

In Japan, US TV shows 
are popular, with even long- 
running hits such as 


"Columbo" still garnering 
viewers. 

Public broadcaster NHK's 
expansion into satellite tele¬ 
vision saw it offer a greater 
variety of senes, with recent 
examples including 'Glee" 
and "Desperate Housewives" 
Fantasy drama "Once Upon 
A Time" began its run this 
month. 

N. Korean f Desperate 
Housewives' binge 

North Korea has always 
dended "decadent" foreign 
culture and banned nearly all 
South Korean and US films 
and TV shows -- but technol¬ 
ogy has punched numerous 
holes in the once impenetra¬ 
ble information barrier 
around the country. 

"Sex and the City" and 
"Desperate Housewives" are 
the hermit state's cult fa¬ 
vorites. 

"I was often asked for 
medicines, but not as often as 
I was asked for DVDs of tel¬ 
evision soap operas," former 
Bntish ambassador in Py¬ 
ongyang John Everard wrote 
m his recently published 
memoir, "Only Beautiful 
Please." 

"I once lent one contact a 
set of DVDs of Desperate 
Housewives and met the 
same person the next day 
with big rings under their 
eyes. They had sat up all 
night and watched the entire 
senes in one sitting," he said. 

In Latin America, illicit 
downloading or file sharing 
is nfe, with the mo st popular 
shows including "The X-Fac¬ 


tor,.Breaking Bad," "Glee," 

Homeland" and " Modern 
Family." 

Market growth potential 

The p o t enti al m arket s 
overseas are huge "TV ls un¬ 
questionably more interna¬ 
tional than ever before," Tim 
Gray, awards editor of indus¬ 
try journal Variety, told AFP 

"As channels proliferate 
around the globe via cable 
and satellite, everybody 
needs more content." 

IHS Screen Digest analyst 
Westcatt added "Newmar¬ 
kets are opening up ail the 
time (Asia-Pacific, Latin 
America, Eastern Europe) 
and new players in the mar¬ 
ket are always looking for 
high quality content, ideally 
in high volume." 

But experts compare the 
state of TV and film piracy to 
the music industry before the 
advent of lTunes. Like record 
producers, TV folk need to 
find a way to persuade view¬ 
ers to watch legally. 

"Everyone's looking for a 
new model that will give con¬ 
sumers an option that’s af¬ 
fordable and attractive," said 
Gray. 

NetfLx, a video streaming 
service with a huge following 
in America, is touted by some 
as possibly pointing die way 
ahead overseas too. 

Its House of Cards" is the 
first online-only series nomi¬ 
nated for a major prise at. the 
Emmys. 

The California-based 
company, founded in 1997, 
now has over 37 million 
members in 40 countries in¬ 
cluding Canada since 3010, 
Latin Ami erica since 3011, 
and Britain, Ireland and the 
Nordic countries since last 
year. 

But its services, and others 
like Hulu, are likely a drop in 
the ocean compared to the 
tidal wave of content being 
streamed illegally worldwide. 

The amount of money TV 
producers are losing out on 
due to illicit viewing is diffi¬ 
cult to calculate. 

"it's hard to monetize 
these tilings in the film world 
-- but even harder m TV," 
Gray said 

"Everyone agrees it's a cri¬ 
sis, hut nobody quite knows 
what to do about it.. Netfiix, 
Hulu and others are try mg for 
options, but there are no easy 
answers.'

RIG DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
US rock superstar Bruce 
Springsteen mesmerized 
tens of thousands of fans 
with an electrifying perform¬ 
ance at the Rock in Rio fes¬ 
tival overnight Saturday. 
Playing with the E Street. 
Band, the New Jersey 
rocker, who turns 54 Mon¬ 
day kicked off his concert 
by singing in Portuguese 
"Sociedade Alternative," a 
hit by Brazilian rock king 
Raul Seixas. 

Back in Brazil after a 35- 
year absence, "The Boss," as 
Springsteen is known, fol¬ 
lowed up by belting out his 
awn luts, including the 
iconic "Bom in the USA." 
For more than three hours, 
he showed extraordinary 
vigor and stamina, racing up 
and down, jumping on a 
piano, bringing fans onto the 
stage and giving the micro - 
phone to a child who sang 
his "Waitin' on a Sunny 
Day" 

" It seems that he is the one 
who is enjoying himself the 
most and this is contagious," 
said 34-year-old Fabiana 
Kupfer 

Springsteen also delighted 
his adoring fans with arous¬ 
ing rendition of the Beatles' 
"Twist and Shout" and 
promised to return to Brazil

Earlier fellow American 
John Mayer captivated a pre¬ 
dominantly female crowd 
with spinted guitar solas and 
by singing his luts "Your

BERLIN (AFP) - Jerome Boateng believes Bayern Munich will only get better having closed 
the gap at the top of the Bundesliga by sending Schalke crashing to their worst home defeat 
m over 30 years Pep Guardiola's second-placed Bayern fare now level on both goal difference 
and points with leaders Bomssia Dortmund after Saturday’s 4-0 win at Schalke. 

"We're improving from game to game and we will get better from week to week," said cen¬ 
tre-back Boateng whose Bayern side host Hanover 9 fi in the second round of the German Cup

Ancelotti

Madrid coach Carlo Ancelotti

However, Bale retired to 
the dressing room before any 
of his teammates m the 
warm-up and was replaced 
by Isco after complaining of 
a hamstring injury 

"He had a small problem 
m the warm-up. I don't think 
it is a big problem, but we 
have to wait till tomorrow 
(Monday) lo da a scan to see 
how bad the injury is," An¬ 
celotti told a press conference 
afterwards. 

"The player wasn't com¬ 
fortable, he was worried and 
so it was better to avoid prob¬ 
lems 

"He wasn’t happy at the 
time because he was desper¬ 
ate to play Ins first game in 
the Bernabeu, but he has 
plenty of games ahead of him 
here. 1 ' 

"His pre-season was very 
unusual, not just physically, 
but mentally too He was 
waiting for a long time and 1 
think tins is a problem." 

Ancelotti doesn't expect 
Bale to be available for Real's 
midweek trip to El die, but is 
hopeful that he will he ready 
in time to face local rivals 
Atletica Madrid next Satur¬ 
day

time.
